SEA ARBITRATION. 


NEW COMMITTEE IN 
RUSSIA. 


A marine arbitration commit- 
tee has just been approved by 
the Soviet Government which is 
to be located at the offices of the 
AllUnion Eastern Chamber of 
Commerce, Moscow. Its func- 
tions are to arbitrate in disputes 
arising over compensation for 
assistance and salvage at sea. 

This committee consists of 
fifteen members, and includes in 
its personnel representatives ‘of 
the various marine departments, 


industrial, commercial and in- 
surance trusts, and = experts 
in mercantile intiurance. These 


representatives are appointed to 
oftice, by the All-Union Eastern 
Chamber of Commerce for one 
year, with the power: to elect 
their own chairman and the 
deputy chairman. 

.When a dispute is submitted 
to the committee each party may 


choose any arbitrator from 
amongst the members of the 
committee. The submission of

disputes to this committee may 
be provided for in contracts ap- 
pertaining to assistance and 
salvage at sea. There are also 
various ‘provisions in the docu- 
ment of appointment of this ar- 
hitration committee relating to 
the appointment of a super- 
arbitrator in certain eventuali- 
ties, and for a levy to be made 
of 2 per cent. on the amount 
claimed to cover the expenses of 
the arbitration, including  wit- 
nesses, experts and the like. 

The U.S.S.R. Trade Delegation 
in Britain is notified by © their 
Government as to the grounds 
for the formation of the arbitra- 
tion committee, which have been 
communicated to the Chamber, 
and are briefly as follows:— 


It has been the practice in the 
mercantile marine for many 
years to refer to arbitration all 
claims and disputes arising from 
salvage and ausistance at sea. 
This tendency is based upon the 
fact that special seamanship 
knowledge is required’ which 
ordinary judicial courts do not 
possess. The typical British 
Lloyd salvage contract, which is 
‘the most frequently applied 
the mercantile marine, contains 
a stipulation as to the eral: 
tion of Lloyd’s in London. 

Shortly before the War Ger- 
many established a court of 
marine arbitration in Hamburg 
(Shiedsgericht). 

Hitherto, owing to. the ab- 
sence of any marine court of ar- 
hitration in the U.S.S.R., salvage 
disputes have been referred to 
foreign arbitration, as, for in. 
stance, to Lloyd’s, even if both 
ships, the salvaging and the 
salvaged, were sailing under the 
‘Soviet flag. 

The Soviet Government, acting 
upon the representation of Soviet 
shippers, shipowners and char- 
terers, decided to authorise the 
creation of a marine arbitration 
court in the U.S.S.R., so that all 
disputes, relating to the salvage of 
foreign ships by Soviet vessels in 
Soviet waters could be adjudicat- 
ed upon in the U.S.S.R., and 
draft salvage contracts and 
routine instructions have been 
issued by the Marine Arbitration 
Committee.

‘Models. 


An exhibition i illustrating the 
development - of British warships 
has been opened in-the Musqum of 
the Royal United Service Institu« 
tion, Whitehall, where models of 


British vessels from the paddled 
war-canoe of the ninth century to 
the modern capital ship. are being 
displayed against a specially design- 
ed series of backgrounds. The six 
dicsamag are very simply composed, 
with a broad, irregular band’ of 
white suggesting the chalk cliffs of 
the Channel, up which the miniature 
Pageant of ships is sailing, the 
models: most advanced in design 
leading towards the east. The 
visitor can press a button before 
each group, and the scene lights up 
with a properly oriented dawn upon 
i mildly -choppy sea, The eye 
travels first from the war-canoe to 
the Mora, of William the Conqueror

The remainder of the exhibition 
shows the transition from sail and 
the development under steam, 
hindered at first by the inconveni« 
ence of paddles (as can. be judged 
from the-modest Early Victorian 
tug Rhadamanthus), and curiously 
late to influence design. The mode} 
of the “first-rate” battleship Marl. 
borough jn the, Crimean period 
greatly - resembles -the ships of 
Nelson, in spite of {ts auxiliary 
funnel. The Warrior, a contem- 
porary vessel illustrated in the 
same case, was the firet armour- 
Pluted iron vessel, with longer and 
cleaner lines. The box-like super. 
structure of the 1871 Devastation 
and the more familiar linea of the 
Rodney of 1885 are displayed in 
models which reproduce the old 
black und white hulls; the Dread- 
nought and its successors {and even 
the pre-Dreadnought London of 
1895) conceal the differences of 
their design under a uniform battle- 
ship grey. 

The majority of the ships shown 
are selected from the group display- 
ed by. the Department of Overseas 
Trade at the Wembley Exhibition, 
but the succession then ended with 
the Hood, while it is now carried 
forward to include the 10,000-ton 
cruiser London (1927), the Nelson 
(1928), and a submarine of last 
year’s date. Modela of ships which 
played a part in the Great War— 
the Iron Duke and Queen Elizabeth 
—have been lent here, as to Wem- 
bley,, by the Department of Over- 
acas Trade, and they are shown for 
mutual contrast In the windows of 
the Museum which face Whitehall, 
the Revenge of Drake and Grenville, 
the Inte soventeenth-century Bri- 
tannia, and a modern capital ship, 
the Royal Sovereign. The entrance 
to the lower floor of the Museum 
has been enriched by the loan from 
the Dockyard Museum. at Chatham 
of the mouldings from the quarter- 
deck of an early nineteenth-century 
vessel, showing a medallion portrait 
of Nelson with Jaurels and trophies.

OIL TANKER OUTLOOK. 


One And Half Million Tons 
Laid Up. 


“Last year, for the first time, oil 
production and consumption were 
very materially reduced,” said Sir 
Frederick Mills, Bart., chairman, at 
the fourth annua! meeting of the 
British Oil Shipping Co., Ltd. The 
oi] tanker tonnage was 13,000,000 
tons, and shipbuilders were 80 
satisfied that there was a great 
future for the ail-carrying trade 
that they, in conjunetion with 
owners, undoubtedly laid down oa 
large number of ships. 

Unfortunately, at the present 
time there were one-and-a-half 
million tons of oil-carrying capa- 
city laid up and unable to obtain 
employment. About one month 
ago the ships of the company were 
satisfactorily employed. But now 
three cut of the fleet of four were 
Inid up, and at the end of her pre- 
sent voyage the fourth ‘ship would 
probably be laid up. They hoped 
that world trade, which, for the 
mogt part, was desperate, * would 
soon show signs of life, and then 
the company would be in the best 
possible position to take advantage 
of the ‘Improvement. 

“The year’s profit showed a sum 
pf £67,658, and £22,175 were 
carried forward, The directors re- 
commended no dividend, and ad- 
vised the conservation of finances.

High Educational Standard,

’Football Gives Place to 
National Sport. 


NEW ZEALAND TOUR. 


[By H. S. Gold.) 


To-day in England the cricket 
season blossoms forth from its bed 
of wintry solitude. To-day Hobbs 
and Sutcliffe will combat the names 
of footballers for space in the news 
columns of the leading journals, In 
brief, football is on ita Inst legs and 
mhust ere long’ give place to the 
national aport of England. . 

Dotted all over the country side 
amid islands of green will be seen 
fifteen figures in white enjoying 
the first breath of Summer. Lord's, 
very green and clean looking, will 
be peopled with the hundreds of 
ambitious youths and, in way of 
direct contrast, the astronomical 
grave looking figures of a genera- 
tion ago. This is the only place 
where a truce is called and the 
leaguing together of youth and old 
age inthe glorious pastime of 
witnessing the world’s 
action. 

This season wil] not be ‘a season 
of stirring internatianal combats, 
but though it is lacking in the ex- 
citements caused by the touring 
Australians it will not lose in 
prestige: England has now the op- 


portunity of unearthing her own 


Bradmans or perhaps even 2a 
bowler or two of merit. The Test 
match against the New Zealand 
team can be used to great advant- 
age as regards the trials of fresh 
talent, rather than waste the op- 
portunity on 
certain players who are bound to 
be replaced in the very near 
future. : 

The New Zealanders’ are ao 
young team—their average age is 
about 26. They have the reputa- 
tion’ of being very fast scorers, on 
account of their weakness in at- 
tack, and their fielding verges 
upon that of the South African 
players. Such characteristics will, 
in these days of passive bataman- 
ship, make them favourites where- 
ever they travel in England.

The other day I found myself 
matched against a player who had 
yuth the dour ‘temperament and the 
collection of strokes that goes best 
with it. This friendly enemy was, 
literally, a putter. He  putted 
everything up to 180 yards, or so it 
seemed to me. His putts through 
the fairway, where.I was taking a 
spoon, were made with a small- . 
headed club, carrying a minimum 
loft—a kind of driver in miniature. 
With this club the adversary could 
extract the ball from a hollow and 
send it skimming long and low 
towards the pin. 

How ho stopped the ball so dead 
to the pin by such ‘a method and 
from such distances puazicd me, but 
he did it with great success, -- 

Low Skimming Shot. 

The low, skimming shot is, of 
course, in. the repertory of a good 
many golfers, especially in Scotland. 
Ability to keep the ball low, and the 
club to do this with, are two real 
aaseta when you play over a course 
swept by wind. But here was a 
golfer who eeemed rarely to lift the 
ball at all; he would run the ball 
out of a bunker as readily as he 
would run it along the fairway.

A “Best Dress’” For Little 


Sister. 


A Wendy girl wants to make 
a “best dress” for her little sister, 
so we've thought cut something 

(specially pretty and dainty, as 
as you, will agree when you have 
studied the picture.

Pull this up-to fit. the 
lower edge of the budice, pin the 
two together, regulating the full- |! 
hess carefully as you go, and 
tack them. Try the wee frock

even, sew botlice and skirt firmly 
together. ‘ 


“Bind the little armholes with 
contrasting coloured cotton bias 
binding. end make a casing 
round the neck with the same 
hinding. Teave an onening in 
the centre front of the neck 
binding throagh which to thread 
a ribbon. which wiill pull up the 
fullness, and: can be tied in a 
pretty bow ‘wiith long ends 
hanging down ‘over the bodice. 

‘Now for the fina] touches—the 
fay butterflies which are em- 
broidered on skirt and bodice 
front! Diagram C shows the 
shave of these. and you'll find it 
quite easy to draw a butterfly on 
paper in ink. Then, if you place 
the drawing under the muslin, 
you can go over the outlines with 
a sharp pencil. Embroider the 
butterflies in bright coloured 
silks, outlining them with stem 
or chain stitch, and working the 
spots on the wings with satin 
stitch. Each butterfly should 
Measure about two and a half 
inches across. If you prefer, you 
may cut them out of coloured |: 
muslin, and applique ‘them in 
nosition with matehing silk 
button-holing.

A Kitchen Shelf And 
Rail. 


Here is a useful kitchen shelf, 
with a rail for tea-cloths and 
‘pegs for holding a washing-up 
mop on one side and a cleaning 
brush on the other. 

Ordinary deal, half-inch thick, 
can be used throughout. For 
the back, saw a piece sixteen 
inches long and gix and a half 
inches wide. Plane on both sides 
and along the ‘edges and then, 
with a chisel, round the two bot- 
tom corners. 

The shelf is sixteen inches 
long and seven inches wide, 
planed on both sides and edges.

For the supporting brackets A.A. 
two pieces of wood each six 
inches square, will be required. 
Mark out the surface -of one 
piece into one inch squares and 
then carefully outline the shape 
of the bracket as shown in the 
hottom - right hand diagram, 
Also mark the dotted circle which 
kives the position for one end 
of the rail, Cut out roughly to 
the outline with a pad-saw, and 
finish with a chisel and glass- 
paper. Use the finished bracket 
us a pattern for marking the 
shape of the other bracket, which 
can then be cut out and finished 
in the same way, : 

In the side of each bracket, 
ahout two inches from the top, 
tanke a hole at an angle to take 
9 short piece of ‘three-eighths- 
inch dowel rod. These form the 
pegs on which mops and brushes 
can be hung. 

When fixing the parts together, 
screw the shelf to the back part 
with four strong screws, and 
then fix each bracket in place 
with two screws through the 
back and two screws through the 
shelf. ; 

For the rail, obtain a length of : 
three-quarter-inch dowel rod and 
cut off a piece of sufficient 
length to fit nicely between the 
side brackets. The rail is fixed 
in place by one screw in each 
end, the holes for the screws be- 
ing deeply countersunk, as shown 
at B, and afterwards plugged. 
When set quite hard, the filling 
can be chiselled off flush. 

Lastly, obtain two brass eye- 
Jet plates, as shown at C, and 
screw them to the back of the 
shelf, one near each end, as shown 
in the second diagram.
